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Carni Chairmen Fired as Queens Protest 


Steve First, Chairman of Carn- 
ival ’70, and Don Lipman, Vice 
Chairman, were both fired and 
threatened with expulsion Tues- 
day after a number of Carnival 
Queen semi-finalists complained 
to the Dean of Students Office 
of poor judging methods. The 
girls, in long discussions with 
the Dean of Students, Mag Flynn, 
complained about how they were 
being judged in the final round 
which narrowed the field down 
from twelve to the final six 
contestants. They claimed that 
judging was done on a basis other 
than beauty or intelligence and 
that the final judges were both 
drunk and ‘high’ during the Fri- 
day night party where the judging 
was announced. 

Jim Loukas replaces First as 
the new chairman with Ian Mc- 
Marten becoming the Vice Chair- 
man. Loukas explained First’s 
dismissal saying that there had 
been “a personality conflict bet- 
ween Steve and the entire carnival 
staff. People were coming into 
Bill Schwartz’s (S.A. President) 


office for a long while with comp- 
laints and when the Carnival 
Queen contestants went down to 
the Dean of Students Office, well, 
that was the straw that broke the 
camel’s back.” Schwartz 
explained that “staff dissension

had gone back quite a while and, 
while it was a shame to remove 
Steve only seven days before 
Carnival began, it was a matter 
of ten people leaving or only 
one. The whole thing wasn’t run 
properly” he concluded. 


Spock On War, Youth, Obscenity 


“The biggest problem of my 
life has been conscience. How 
do I cope with the problems and 
injustices in the world? While I 
realize a perfect world would be 
boring it’s not impossible. I 
still must strive to remove the 
worst injustices that occur’. 


So said Dr. Benjamin Spock, 
noted child care specialist (his 
book Baby and Child Care al- 
most outsells the Bible) and re- 
cent anti-Vietnam war crusador 
to a Friday afternoon press con- 
ference at the Chateau Cham- 
plain and later in the evening to 
a capacity crowd in the main au- 
ditorium of the University of 
Montreal. 


“T was really surprised when 
I was indicted (for supposedly 
counseling kids to evade the 
draft). Everything was done in 
innocent, little measures; there 
were no large steps consciously 
taken by myself on the way to 
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notariety as an anti-war spokes-

man. 


My main concern is how to 
end the war in Vietnam and by 
extension, American, imperial- 
ism. Issues such as the draft 
remain peripheral to the main 
goal,”’ he said. 


“The war won't end until Ni- 
xon is repudiated in ‘72. We need 
an obsolute promise from either 
a Democratic or Republican 
candidate in ‘72 to end the war 
within one week after they take 
office.’ Spock was confident 
that Nixon would be tossed out 
in the next elections. 


Spock, who has spoken at 
over 110 universities since Sep- 
tember 1968, from Maine to 
Washington, Minnesota to Loui- 
sianna, had a few comments 
about American youth move- 
ments. “There is a_ violent 
reaction back. There aremins- 
understandings on both sides 
but mainly with the older folks. 
The strength of radicalism lies 
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in its broad scepticism. They 
are not all going to turn conser- 
vative at the age of 35. It’s just 
a matter of a few ruffled fea- 
thers during adolescence. I’ve 
noticed a trend all across the 
United States. Young people are 
becoming more _ thoughtful, 
sceptical and ready to be radi- 
calized. They are the ‘hope of

America’. 


Spock went on to describe 
what some would term his more 
conservative side. “Plays and 
exhibitions such as ‘Oh Calcut- 
ta’ do not constitute freedom 
but rather are a brutalizing of 
sexuality. Trying to knock down 
sexual restraints blindly is a 
symptom of the downfall of ci- 
vilization. Civilization is creat- 
ed out of restraints on crude 
impulses, .while I view most 
censorship as stupid and dishon- 
est the pendulum has swung a 
little too far and gone into ab- 
surd limits. It is no longer a 
matter of simply having fun.”’

The reason that we decid- 
ed to have the Carnival execut- 
ive judge the finals was because 
we were really the only ones who 
knew the girls; how hard they 
worked, if they were sincere, 
and things of that nature. I had 
heard that some of our sponsors 
had propositioned some of the 
girls and there had even been 
instances of phone calls to their

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AUCC Contests Censure

The Association of Universi- 
ties and Colleges of Canada an- 
nounced that it will back the 
administration of Loyola Col- 
lege in its disagreement with 
the C.A.U.T. over the Santha- 
nam issue. In their press re- 
lease, A.U.C.C. stated, ‘““We are 
of the opinion that the recom- 
mendation of the C.A.U.T. com- 
mittee for binding arbitration 
should not be accepted, even 
though we deplore the fact that 
those who have encouraged Dr. 
Santhanam to seek a redress to 
which he is not-entitled have 
left him in doubly difficult cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

The A.U.C.C. 
interested in the case when 
Fr. Malone, on behalf of the 
administration -of Loyola, pro- 
tested the intervention of the 
C.A.U.T. in the matter. A com- 
mittee consisting of Dr. Hugh 
Saunderson, Dr. Roger Gaudry, 
Dr. Roger Guindon, Dr. G.C. 
Andrew, Monsignor Jacques 
Garneau and Dr. W.J. Waines 
were requested by A.U.C.C. to 
hold a watching brief on the 
case. 

After four months of observa- 
tion and studying documents the 
committee presented a brief to

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their association. In effect, it 
said that the C.A.U.T. guide- 
lines were followed by Loyola, 
that the procedure was quite 
clear, and that Loyola had been 
more than just in their deal- 
ings with Dr. Santhanam.

Dave Ramsay, Financial Aid 
Officer from the Dean of Stu- 
dents Office, returned Friday 
morning from a series of suc- 
‘cessful meetings with Edmund 
Tonguay, Director of the Stu- 
dent Aid Services of the Que- 
bec Government. 


Accompanying Ramsey was Ir- 
win Litvac, external vice-pres- 
ident of the Student Association. 
As has been the practise for 
several years now, a. student 
representative has been present 
during the appeals made for stu- 
dent loans that were originally 
refused by Quebec, or for loans 
which were through to be too 
small. Sir George is the- only 
institution to include a student 
representative in this process 
and Ramsey indicated that Que- 
bec may have been impressed 
by it.

Appeals put forward to Ram- 
sey go under Four categories, 
1) Strongly recommended, 2) 
recommended, 3) doubtful and 
4) forget it. After careful cons- 
ideration, 82 appeals were 
carried to Tonguay’s committee. 
Of these, 71 were financially 
accepted in meetings which wound 
up a day early. 

This means Ramsay and Lit- 
vac were 86° successful in col- 
lecting over $36,000 in extra 
loans. Only 50% was initially 
expected. 

Another trip to Quebec city 
is planned for the last week in 
March, and any students who feel 
they may qualify for these ap- 
peals should contact the fourth 
floor Dean’s offices. 


Students requiring immediate 
financial aid can take heart in 
the knowledge that emergency 
funds are now available through 
the Dean of Students Office.

Ramsay expressed the hope in 
the future that an independent, 
interest free loan fund could be 
set up. He also looked towards 
a plan to secure summer employ- 
ment in private industry which 
would be in the interests of both 


_students and business. 


o Ramsay’s only concern 
stemmed from many student’s 
apparent apathy in returning Que- 
bee loan applications. His Office 
hears frequent complaints from 
students who don’t know how 
much they are to receive from 
the province. Ramsay accredited 
this to the fact that applications 
are sent in yery late. He pointed 
out that somé*60,000 applications 
are sent from Quebec each June, 
with the deadline for-application 
being September 30th. By Sept- 
ember Ist, barely 20% have been 
received. Applications sent in 
during June or July receive word 
by September, otherwise, re- 
quests are often not answered 
until December or January.

THE PAPER interviewed Dr. 
G.C. Andrew, concerning the 
A.U.C.C.’s course of action, 
should censure by implemented. 
Dr. Andrew told The Paper, 
“What can C.A.U.T. do except 
advise professors to carefully 
consider accepting a post at 
Loyola? The A.U.C.C. will ad- 
vise the same professors that 
they feel the recommendation 
for censure was unwarranted in 
this case”. When asked if the 
A.U.C.C. had _ issued similar 
statements when Simon Fraser 
University and the University of 
New Brunswick were censured 
by the C.A.U.T., he replied: 
“In the case of U.N.B., we were 
not asked to look into it. With 
Simon Fraser, we issued a 
statement to the 


C.A.U.T. but did-not make any 
public statement’”’. 

When asked why the A.U.C.C. 
was taking a stand in this case, 
Dr. Andrew said, “After the 
two previous cases, it became 
evident that they intended to 
press for binding arbitration in 
cases of non-renewal. The 
guidelines drawn up by the 
C.A.U.T. were designed to pro- 
tect the right of the individual, 
with the rights of the institution 
and academic freedom mention- 
ed only in the pre-amble. The 
A.U.C.C. has drawn up a set 
of guidelines to protect the in- 
stitution and they will be pu- 
blished in about a month. In 
the meantime, A.U.C.C. was 
looking after the institutions to 
whom these guidelines apply, 
should there be some sort of 
difficulty before they are pu- 
blished. Such is the case at 
Loyola.”

Eustace, it was revealed that 
there s still hope of having a 
new student center and not 
simply a renovation of a block 
at Hingston Hall, as recently 
announced. 

“It is obvious that a student 
center in Hingston could not 
compare with a new building,” 
the Dean said. 


Its seems that the student 
head-quarters will also have an 
effect upon the future of Hing- 
ston Hall as a men’s residence. 
In a questionaire that was hand- 
ed out to the 282 residents now 
living at Hingston it was shown 
that many students would seek 
lodging else-where if the center 


was moved next door. One ques- 


tion which read “Would you 
consider applying for residence 
if B-Block were a campus 
center and only A-Block were 
available,” showed 19.8% ad- 
mitting they would apply while 
a large majority, 78.3°o, would 
not. 


It was also revealed that $118,- 
000. has already been spent on 





architect’s fees for the new build- 
ing, money which will be wasted 
if the Hingston Hall plan goes 
through. 


The main problem facing Dean 
Eustace and his committee is 
the provincial government. 
There are many banks willing 
to loan money to Loyola but on 
the condition that Loyola re- 
ceive approval for the new 
building from the Quebec go- 
vernment. So far the word from 
Quebec is that they won’t ap- 
prove the plan, but at the same 
time won’t dissaprove it; it re- 
quires more looking into. 


The fear from the banks is not 
that they will not be paid by 
Loyola College but that without 
the government’s approval they 
see the chance that there might 
not be a Loyola College in a 
few years. This would leave 
the bank with a large mortgage 
on a depreciated building. 


This Monday, Feb. 9, a com- 
mitee from the college will travel 
to Quebec city to talk with Guy 
Bergeron and other members of 
the governement in the hope of 
persuading them to ratify plans 
for a new student center build- 
ing at Loyola College.

CONFUSES L.ES.A. 


At their weekly meeting Satur- 
day, the executive committee of 
the Loyola Evening Students As- 
sociation received a copy of the 
brief submitted to Loyola on 
their behalf. The brief, compil- 
ed by President Dick Key, was 
presented after the college ask- 
ed for comments from the 
Loyola community on the Des- 
pland-Savage report. 


The L.E.S.A. expressed con- 
fusion with the part of the report 
dealing with the Evening Divi- 
sion since a mere four para- 
graphs, out of a lengthy report. 
were devoted to the Evening Divi- 
sion. The L.E.S.A. went on to 
express approval of the brief 
submitted by Mr. Potvin, re- 
commending that the Director of 
the Evening Division be made a 
vice-president of the federated 
university. In concluding, the 
L.E.S.A. asked the college to 
explore all possibilities before 
making any decision. 


Mr. Potvin, Director of the 
Evening Division, sat in on the 
council meeting to discuss the 
Despland-Savage report. One of 
the points he mentioned was the 
one-sided emphasis the report 
places on the high standard of 
the Evening Division at Sir 
Goerge. Mr. Potvin pointed out, 
however, that Loyola also has 
highly respected academic stand- 
ing that professors at both Sir 
George and Loyola would prefer 
to teach under Loyola’s system

rather thn that of Sir George. 

At Loyola, the Evening Division 
hires its own staff, drawing from 
the instructors in the day division 
and other universities. At Sir 
George, professors teach the 
same courses in the day and 
the evening, under a rotating 
system. This often results in 
the junior staff teaching all of 
the evening courses. The most 
senior professors. teach the post- 
graduate courses and the junior 
professors with tenure can avoid 
teaching in the evening. Senior 
professors at Loyola are willing 
to teach in the evening because 
of the incentive of separate 
contract and paycheck. 


10 SCHOLARSHIPS AWARDED 

In other council business, Owen 
Jones, Vice-President,  an- 
nounced that the Evening Scholar. 
ship Committee has awarded ten. 
$100 scholarships to ten evening 
students who have completed ten 
full credits in the Evening Divis- 
ion and have maintained an aver- 
age of 80° or better. The scholar- 
ships will be presented to the 
ten at the Founders Day ban- 
quet, an important event in the 
Loyola social calendar. 


There is $6,000 available to 
evening students through the Eve- 
ning Scholarship Committee this 
year. Most of the money comes 
from the one dollar activity fee 
paid by summer students. The 
Scholarship Committee decided 
last week that it would do every- 


thing in its power to distribute 
all of the money to students this 
year, through a very informal 
process. The remaining $5,000 
is available, through loans and 
grants, to any evening student 
who has completed two full eve- 
ning courses and can prove need 
of the money. Announcements will 
be upcoming as to where to appply 
for the loans. 


Last year, there was a great 
deal of confusion connected with 
the graduation exercises, as far 
as evening students were con- 
cerned. This year, in order to 
avoid a repeat of the chaos in 
previous years, the L.E.S.A. is 
applying for representation on 
the Graduation Committee. Jean 
St-Pierre has been nominated 
by the council as their repres- 
entative for the post. He pres- 
ently chairs the social and enter- 
tainment committee of the L.E.- 


_ S.A. 


The various committees of the 
council are starting to act on 
behalf of the evening students. 
A “sugaring-off party” is 
planned for the 21st of March. 
Three dollars and fifty cents 
pays for transportation to and 
from St. Eustache, supper ‘and, 
of course, hot maple sugar on the 
snow.
